TULLY COULTER’S GOOD DAY. 



It looked at one time at Sheffield yesterday, 
before the racing commenced, as if the crowd of 
racegoers would get a drenching, but the clouds 
rolled by and no rain fell. The track was fast, 
but there was strong wind blowing down the 
stretch. The good time made was thus shamly 
meritorious. Only two favorites were success- 
ful, Chenille and California, both owned by 
“Tully” Coulter, and both ridden by L. Soden. 
Chenille, who won the 2-year-old race in a gal- 
lop, is a smart looking chestnut filly by Bramble 
— Miss Olive, and she was well backed by her 
owner, who also reimbursed himself on Califor- 
nia, who had lost her two previous races, 

In the first race, Minerva beat the favorite, 
Lollie Eastin, by a length, but had had enough 
of it at the end. There was a rush to get on 
Chenilleliu the 2-year-old race, and she was 
backed from 3 to 1 to even money. The race was 
never in doubt as she led all the way after the 
start. 

Merry Monarch was the good thing in the 
third race, but Anna Mayes managed to last out 
to the end and beat the favorite by a length, 
California and Jennie June were the con- 
tenders in the fourth event, though Ardath 
nearly nipped the latter for the place. 

Full Measure was the medium of a plunge in 
the seven furlongs, though Mandolina was fay- 
orite. Japonica at an outside price won hand- 
ily from Mandolina, while Full Measure was last. 

Constant well played at the last minute won 
the mile race, Longdale an outsider finishing in 



front of Pat Malloy Jr. and the favorite Haze 
Hatch. 

A cheap story about “push and pullism” com- 
ing from a talk on the edge of loss by Abe Levy 
over Evanatus, caused official action at Shef- 
field. The writer was notified to prove his 
statements or correct them, and Mr. Levy 
wired to prove his charges or stand the conse- 
quences. B. J. Johnson told the judges that if 
Irving pulled Evanatus he wanted to know it, 
that if he ordered Evanatus pulled the judges 
should know it and if Mr. Levy had made false 
charges he should retract them. 

Trainer Jimmie McCormick, of the Burns & 
Waterhouse stable, was at the track yesterday. 
He stopped on his way to New York for the 
Haggin sale. He started from San Francisco 
with sixteen horses, but left the stable at Ogden. 
Rowona B and one other filly were dangerously 
ill. Jockeys Jones and C. Slaughter came with 
McCormick, but were left at St. Louis. There 
the Burns & Waterhouse stable will race, send- 
ing a division here, however. 

John Brenock has added May Fern, ch. m. 5, 
by Tennyson— Mattie Luck to his stable. 

Will Wallace was in town over Sunday. He 
said that Simon W, now in McClelland’s stable, 
is in sharp form. He worked a mile at Louis- 
ville Friday in 1 :404. Wallace thinks Suisun is 
sure to beat Cleophus in Thursday’s match. 

Pat Dunne’s stable is in none too good a way 
nowadays. Though the Dutchman won yester- 
day he as well as Captive have had shoulder 
lameness.
